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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Claim 45 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Aho et al in view of Niinikoski et al. 

Claims 17-19, 21-46, 72 and 73 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claims 50-62 of copending Application No. 10/508,349.. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons set out in the Final Rejection. 
Further, thewith regard to Aho et al, applicants have manipulated their calculations to exclude talc as a solid in their interpretation of 
ratios. Talc, which is a solid at the temperatures at whicvh the invention is operable, would be inclueded in the calcution, as put forth in the 
previous office action. The calculations are deemed to be correct and the reference shows the 90/10 ratio, as contemplated. Further, the 
method of the patent 6,545,079 and claimed herein are drawn to essentially the same concept but with different subsequent 
chracterization, ie one is a method of sizing but the other is a method of forming a transparent and gas-permeable coating. They are the 
same coating but with different characterizations thereof. If a term is written in a claim,- indeed, the examiner may use the Specification to 
define that term . 
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
